1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarl<s, filed September 24, 2009, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1-6, 9, 10, 16-20, 22 under 35 U.S.C. 112 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-6, 9, 10, 16-20, 22 under 35 U.S.C. 112 has been
